The resolution proposing the amend- 
ment goes to the house for its ap- 
proval. If ratified by a two-thirds 
vote it will be submitted to the legis- 
lators of the states and will become 
effective when three-fourths of the 
forty-eight states of the union have 
officially approved it. 

The adoption of the resolution came 
at the close of a threo-day fight, in 
which repeated attempts were made 
zo to change it that it would not af- 
fect past presidents or the presiden 
in the office when it may finally be 
ratified by the states. All these ef- 
forts falled. 

Two votes taken today again demon- 
strated that the senate did not care to 
exempt any person from the operation 
of the sinele-term provision, An 
amendmert by Senator Hitchcock that 
would have exempted past presidents’ 
and made the new provision take ef- 
feet March 4,1917, was voted down 42 
to 27.: and an amendment by Senator 
Sutherland to exempt the president in 
office when the constitutional amend- 
ment may be ratified, was defeated 38 
to 39.

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FARMERS OF BIBB 
WILL BE FEASTED

Teachers Also Invited to Agricultural 
Institute’s Dinner to Be Held 
Next Saturday. 


Macon, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)— 
The Bibb County Agricultural institute 
today completed arrangements for a 
jubilee dinner to be given next Sat- 
urday at noon for the farmers and 
county school teachers in the Hazle- 
hurst building on Cherry street. It is 
Planned to feed between three and fige 
hundred people and the food for the 
dinner will be furnished from the 
farms of the county. There will be 
nothing served that 4s not produced in 
county. 

The dinner will mark the beginning 
of a campaign to improve the condi- 
tions of the farmers in Bibb, the in- 
stitute having arranged for a fund of 
$4,000 with which to carry on the 
work during the present year. A boys’ 
and girls’ corn, cotton and canning 
club is to be organized, with George 
W. Smith, president of the county 
agricultural institute, as president, and 
Superintendent of Education Bruce as 
secretary. The principals of the va- 
rious schools throughout the counfry 
districts will be heads of the various 
districts and supervise the work in 
their districts. President Smith today 
pledged a fund of $800 to be given in 
prizes to the boys and girls making 
the best showing. 

Congressman Dudley. M. Hughes, of 
the twelfth district, Was present at 
the meeting today and stressed the 
need of a large packing house in this 
section of the state. He declared that 
only a short time ago he lost 7,000 
pounds of pork because he did not 
have a place in which to dispose of 
it. It developed at the meeting that 
plans are now on foot for the estab- 
lishment of a packing plant here, but 
they have not yet progressef’ far 
enough to determine the outcome. It 
is stated that a well-known Macon 
man has offered to give fifteen acres 
of land with an option on an adjoin- 
ing tract and fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand dollars has been assured. 


Bondsman Surrenders J. L. Carver. 


. Macon, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)— 
J. lo Carver, who was arrested dur- 
ing the strike of the IMnemen of the 
Macon Railway and Light company, 


on the charge of assault and battery,, 


resisting arrest and inciting a riot and 
released under bond after the strike 
Was settled, was re-arrested today and 
committed to the county jail, his 
bondsman having surrendered him. 

Carver informed T. FE. Toola, his 
bondsman, that, he desired to leave the 
city and when they went to the sher- 
iff's office to have the bond released, 
Carver was arrested. 

At the time of Carver's arrest his 
wife made sensational charges against 
the three deputy sheriffs and an- 
nounced her intention of entering suit 
against the sheriff. This has not yet 
been done. 

He Stole From Actress. 

Macon, Ga., February 1.—(Svecial.)— 
Calvin Abercrombie, the 18-year-old 
white boy, who Was arrested for the 
robbery of the Lyric theater where he 
secured some valuable jeyelry belong- 
ing to an actress, may be sent to the 
state sanitarium, it being alleged that 
he is insane. At the preliminarv hear- 
ing the boy's mother appeared to tes- 
tify in his behalf and begged that her 
son be released on the ground that he 
was not mentally responsible. The 
recorder bound him over to the supe- 
rior court, however, and now the moth- 
er is striving to get the consent of the 
solicitor general to have the boy sent 
to the asylum.

The general 
commends the spirit of loya] rivalry 
between the Servian and ‘Bulgarian 
troops, who in almost equal numbers 
invest the fortress. 

Bets are freely offered among the 
besiegers, he says, as to which na- 
tionality will be the first to enter 
Adrianople and plant on its wails the 
victorious flag of the allies. 

It is asserted here that the 
negrins and the Greeks have received 
assurances that Russia and France 
wil} support thelr retention of Scutari 
and Janina if they succeed in captur- 
ing them while the Bulgarians are 
taking Adrianople.

That the United States government 
is a party to European Steamship 
conferences which fix rates between 
Central America and European ports 
and New York city was charged by 
Mr. Schwerin, who told the committee 
that the government, representing the 
Panama railroad and the Panama 
steamship line, sent a representative 
to the annual conference meeting tn 
London, when coffee rates were fixed.

MORAL OBLIGATION 
OPPOSED BY MAYOR 


Council Has Put Debt $500,000 on 
City in Two Years, He 
Says. 


The message of Mayor James G. 
Woodward vetoing the $75,000 crema- 
tory appropriation in the finance sheet 
will call a halt on council imposing 
any more moral obligation debts on 
the city. The veto will go to council 
Monday afternoon. It will hold up the 
entire sheet, unless the necessary two- 
thirds majority in council prevails. 

Mayor Woodward said Saturday 
morning that he will call attention to 
the fact that in two years council put 
moral obligation debts’ on the city 
amounting to more than $500,000, He 
said that he will place his disapproval 
on the $5,000 payment to the Okenite 
company, and demand that council stop 
plunging into the city treasury. 

City Will Be Bankrupt. 

“If the city goes along making debts 
for two more years as has been done in 
the past two years, Atlanta will be 
bankrupt,” the mayor said. “The year- 
ly payments would amount to more 
than the apportioning capacity of the 
city.” 

The mayor’s veto message will be 
one of the longest he ever expects to 
make. He said Saturday night that he 
will cite the law in his message, and 
will show by dozens of court decisions 
that the $276,000 contract the city has 
made with the New York Destructor 
company is illegal, and not binding. 

Councilmen who voted against the 
mayor when the crematory project was 
first thrown in council after he raised 
objection are going to stand 0»pat. 
Mayor Pro Tem, James E. Warren, one 
of the members of the finance commit- 
tee who was scored by Mayor Wood- 
ward for voting to put $75,000 in the 
finance sheet, says he stands in the 
same attitude as a defender of the 
crematory project. The mayer pro tem. 
will vote to override the veto of the 
mayor in the event of a tie, which does 
not appear possible. 

Believed City Paid Toe Much. 

“T have always been of the opinion 
that the city was paying too much 
money for the crematory,” Alderman 


Warren said Saturday. “But the city 
sent its committees off to look pver 
the variovs plants In the city, and re- 
ported that the Destructor plant was 
the best. There was no other proposi- 
tion offered at the time, and I 

for the new ‘plant because I believed 
that it was the best thing for the city.” 

Mayor Woodward says that his veto 
message will have the effect of forcing 
every member of the general council 
to put himself on record. 

“They had better reckon with me in 
the courts,” said the mayor, “for I am 
ready to upply for a perpetual injune- 
tion.” 

The mayor was at his office late Sat- 
urday afternoon working on the mes- 
sage.

(From The Survey.) 

Plans are on foot for the establish- 
ment by the New York Public library 
of carefully selected branch libraries 
in the penal institutions of the city. 
In many of these the inmates remain 
only a short time, but there are at 
least six in which residence is for a 


period long enough to make consecu-. 
tive reading among well-selected books . 


quite possible. It its not unusual for 
city libraries to maintain “traveling 
libraries’’—sets of books regularly re- 
placed by other sets—in jails or pris- 
ons, but so far as is Known, no place 
has yet established actual branches 
such as are scattered about the .arger 
cities for use by local neighborhoods.

Improving Housing Conditions 


in the Cities. 

The problem of improving the health 
of the low-wage portion of the popu- 
lation of large cities by securing bet- 
ter housing conditions is one that is 
receiving earnest attention.

Washington, February 1.—All tariff 

hearings so far as the public is conr 
cerned were concluded today, and the 
real work of framing in committee the 
revision legislation for submission to 
the next congress will begin next Mon- 
day. 
The house committee on ways and 
means revolted today to hearing evi- 
dence suggestive of changes in the 
customs administrative act and a mis- 
cellany of items bearing on the free 
list. 

James lL. Gerry, of New York, for- 
mer chief of the customs division of 
the treasury, and W. J. Gibson, of New 
York. advocated a number of adminis- 
trative reforms based on the conten- 
tion that they would simplify the cus- 
toms requirements and make them 
more equitable. 

The final testimony in the twenty- 
three days of hearings was a plea from 
the domestic manufacturers of surgi- 
cal appliances against the free admis- 
sion of those articles from abroad. 

The democrats of the committee will 
meet Monday in executive session, and 
meéet dally thereafter to form the new 
bill. According to democratic leaders, 
it probably will be ready about 
March lo. 

The fourteen schedules of 
will be taken up in regular sequence, 
and a democratic caucus of the house 
as s00n as the extra session begins 
will determine finally whether sched- 
ule consideration in the house is the 
most feasible plan.

Santa Fe, N. M., February 1.—The 
New Mexico senate today passed the 
frrcome tax amendment resolution by 
a vote of 19 to 1.

They point out that he 
knows the farmer personally. and the 
intricacies of the rural need and prob- 
lems, in a phenomenal degree and that 
his guccess as an administrator is 
proven. 
Concern Is Not Keen. 

When Mr. Barrett was questioned 
yesterday regarding the gossip which 
had connected his name with the sec- 
retaryship, he did not manifest keen 
concern in the matter. 

“TIT genuinely appreciate the activity 


of my friends in the matter,” he sald, 
“but I have not fpermitted myself to 
become unduly excited or interested

Miss Florence Stegner, who lives near 
Sauk Center, Stearng county, by rais- 
ing 97.5.bushels on her acre, establish- 
ed her right to the title of champion 
woman corn grower of Minnesota. 
Both she and the state champion, Ar- 
thur Hoese, procured their seed corn 
through the agricultural extension di- 
vision of the state university,

> State-wide contest for bovs and 
girls, in which 1,200 started last spring 
and 600 submitted their final] reports 
last fall, demonstrated that the farm-

We are talking about conservation

corncobs. I had to confess to an 1Im-'| 
pression that corncobs couldn't amount , 
to unuch, which is probably the opinion 
of the average reader. But see how 
the corncob actually piles up. Our 
corn crop in 19l2 was 3,160,000,000 | 
bushels, with an averuge of iourteen 
pounds of cobs to each bushel, or mora) 
than 22,000,400 tons ot cobs. This vast 
amount of product taken trom the soil 
in a single year and practically none 
of it returned. A few cobs, it is true, 
are made into smoking pipes, and a 
few are. ground up to mix with cer- 
tain types of cattle food, which would 
otherwise be too solid for easy diges- 
tion, but the cobs from one township 
would supply this demand many limes. 
It seems the cobs cannot be used for' 
fertilizer unless they are split length- | 
wise, for if used unsplit they last in- 
definitely, and fertilize about as much 
as 80 many pieces of hickory wood of 
the same size.

CHEAP LOANS FOR FARMERS. 


Members of the Grange and the Farm- 
ers’ Unon last week told the house com- 
mittee on currency reform that one of the 
important needs of the country was such a 
readjustment of the banking system as 
would make low-priced loans available to 
the farmers. As a concrete suggestion, 
land banks were put forward. 

Placing cheap credit on safe terms at 
the disposal of the agricultural interests of 
America would mean almost a beneficent 
revolution in our produc:ng industries. Cer- 
tainly, the step would go far toward solv- 
ing many of the problems that now con- 
spire to worry the student of rural affairs. 

Our national banking laws, which for- 
bid the usé of farm lands as banking col- 
lateral, are decidedly out of date. They 
were framed at a time when the tempta- 
tion to wild-catt:ng was frequent and yield- 
ing hardly less so. In those days, 
values were neither fixed nor easily ascer- 
tained, and it was incumbent upon the gov- 
ernment to observe the utmost caution in 
chartering the institutions that bore its im- 
primatur. 

Such conditions have changed. So far 
should be under law, gilt-edged security for 
loans. They represent ultimate values, 
the source upon which all the wealth of 
this. nation is based. Yet the prices that

A partial survey of the past year’s 


| achievements of the Atlanta Chamber of

The secret, 
which may be studied with profit by other 
southern cities, lies in the representative 
character of the chamber’s membersh'p, 
the wisdom displayed in the choice of its 
committees and the sanity with which a 
program is blocked out and the details 
executed by experts who are also men de- 
voted to the welfare of the city. 

The best brains of every profession and 
occupation in the city are drawn into affil- 
iation with the association. Men who hare 
made a conspicuous success in their own 
vocations lend their ability and experience 
to the end of making a success of the c‘ty’e 
business. Every civic problem that arises 
is considered by specialists, who add to 
their capacity in stipulated lines a deter- 
mination to do “team-work” in behalf of 
the common welfare. 

In other words, the chamber comprises 
a sort of melting pot of the genius and 
the progress of Atlanta. It offers a com- 
mon meeting ground upon which elements 
in themselves diverse can gather and de- 
vise measures for the mutual good. Recip- 
rocal bonds bind the membership, consti- 
tuting a clearing house into which goes 
the resourcefulness and the 
individual talent which, combined, spell 
progress and development.

Yet even the most courageous man and 
woman will say, “What are you going to do 
about it?” In the overwhelming majority 
of cases it is a question of tip or receive 
inferior service, or service under such con- 
ditions as to bring speedy capitulation. 
Crusade after crusade has risen against this 
slavish pract‘ce, only to rage furiously for 
a few months and eventually go on the 
rocks. 

If the country is ever to be freed from 
the petty tyranny involved in tipping, salva- 
tion must come from an aroused public 
sentiment, rather than through fiat legisla- 
tion. The latter has proved itself to be 
powerless, as it is always bound to unless 
supported by community co-operation.

Allanta’s Needless Slaughter 


Written forThe Constitution by E. E. 
Rittenhouse, Conservation Commission- 
er, Equitable Life Assurance Socicty. 


We must not get the idea that our local 
dife-saving service is ample simply because 
the death rate and the health expenditures 
compare favorably with those of other com- 
munities, 

There is not a health department fn any 
city or state in our country that ts adequately 
equipped or financed to deal with its life- 
saving problem. 

Atlanta’s public health !s perhaps no 
worse than that of other cities of its class; 
in fact, it Is much better than that of many 
of them. But this is not the problem. 

Atlanta is losing about 1.200 of its citi- 


zens annually by preventable disease. Ate 


lanta should do everything within its power 
to eliminate or reduce this annual calamity. 

Here ts a specific life-saving problem. 
This is Atlanta’s task, regardless of what 
other cities may do. 

The community is responsible for the 
health education of its people, and for the 
application of every known sanitary or other 
means of reducing sickness and life waste. 

How can we get the barbarous idea out 
of the heads of our people that this com- 
munal manslaughter is natural, unavoidable 
and to be expected? Our cities are all guilty 
of this crime. Their offense only differs in 
degree. 

The people of Atlanta, for instance, are 
as progressive, prosperous and as generous, 
humane and keenly devoted to human wel- 
fare as any people in the world. And yet, 
they accept their annual waste of 1,200 lives 
from preventable disease as a matter of 
course, and virtually without comment, as do 
our other cities. 

Why should: not Atlanta grapple with 
this problem on a scale consistent with its 
magnitude and importance? 

The public health is purchasable; these 
lives can be saved if the people think they 
are worth the money [{t would cost to save 
them. Atlanta Is a model city in many ways, 
and !{t can be made the most healthful city 
in the union if the community cares to do it. 

Surely these lives are worth saving! 

What a splendid tribute it would be to 
the humanity and to the high purpose of its 
people (and whatan attractive advertisement 
it would be) if Atlanta were known as the 
city that placed the highest value upon 
human life of any city in the world. And 
this can be done without any extraordi- 


nary expenditure. 
What Ia Needed. 

Atlanta’s health service is already effi- 
clent. It now has the scientific men and the 
machinery. All it needs is to enlarge the 
scope of their activities in accordance with 
the magnitude of their task. 

Public health work may be divided into 
two phases: (1) Preventing the spread of 
communicable disease; (2) Educating the in- 
dividual how to protect himself from all pre- 
ventable diseases. 

As to the first, let us take tuberculosis as 
an example. 

Notwithstanding our success in checking 
the ravages of this plague, our efforts are 
feeble and almost trifling compared with the 
suffering and death which it is still causing. 

The last census shows that 282 people 
died from this preventable disease in Atlanta 
In 1910, which means that there are doubt- 
less 1,000 people afflicted with it and spread- 
ing it to others. 

In order to appreciate the magnitude of 
this communal crime let us suppose that a 
resident of Peachtree street should under- 
take to maintain a pile of offensive, disease- 
breeding garbage on his front lawn near 
the sidewalk. 

He would not only scandalize the neigh- 
borhood, but unless he promptly removed 
this danger to the public health he would 
be locked up and “isolated” without much 
ceremony: If he did not remove the garbage 
the public would do it at its own expense. 
And yet the community would permit that 
same individual to spread day after day the 
germs of the slow, wasting and deadly 
plague of tuberculosis, without any super- 
vision or restraint whatever. 

The fact that these people are innocent 
of any intent to blast and destroy the lives 
of others does not affect the result. 

As a community, Atlanta ts sitting calmly 
by, watching the needless destruction of these 
lives. 

The tenement dwellers in the north and 
the negroes of the south who suffer greatly 
from this disease, and are exposed to it in 
insanitary homes, are permitted as employees 
and servants to carry this plague into sani- 
tary homes and restaurants, stores and other 
public places without regard to conse- 
quences. 

Communal manslaughter is a mild term 
for this crime. 

Tuberculosis can only be eradicated by 
education. supervision and isolation. Atlanta 
has the money and the machinery wherewith 
to apply these remedies. 

Spending Too Littie 

It can place every person afflicted with 
tuberculosis under the supervision of its 
public health service. 

It can, through its health service, require 
every person afflicted with tuberculosis to 
observe the rules and regulations established 
to prevent the individual from spreading the 
disease. 

It can require such individuals to be sub- 
ject to inspection by the health service at 
reasonable intervals to see that these re- 
quirements are being carried out. 

It can require those whvwy refuse or fall to 
obey these regulations to be Isolated, the 
mild cases in sanatoria, the advanced cases 
in hospitals, just as it would isolate the vic- 
tims of any other deadly contagious dis- 
ease, 

It is true thmt the enforcement of such 
regulations might inconvenience a number 
of very worthy people, but what is their “in- 
convenience” compared to the _ suffering, 
misery and economic waste and loss of life 
which they are causing? ; 

At the present time Atlanta and our other 
cities prefer to save a few dollars, and 
thereby continue the destruction of the 
health, happiness and lives of thousands of 
our people. 

According to the government report of 
1910 Atlanta spends 35 cents per capita for 
the conservation of health. If it would give 
the health service three times as much, with 
the necessary laws, tuberculosis could be 
virtually eliminated, and other preventable 
disease very much reduced within a very few 


Gossip in Our National Capital 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington. February  1.—(Spectal.)— 
Whether the federal government, when it 
grants to a private corporativun authority to 
dam up a navigable stream, can demand 
compensation for the concession granted, is 
a question which is just now cf vital impor- 
tance to the owners of water puwer sites and 
to the public. 

There ts now pending before congress a 
bill to dam the Connecticut river, which rec- 
ognizes this right in the national govern- 
ment. It establishes a new precedent, and 
one contended for by both President Roose- 
velt and President Taft. 

That the federal government could im- 
Pose a charge for water power developed by 
a dam which it constructed tu aid navigation, 
has long been a_ settled question. But 
whether the government could demand com- 
pensation of a private corporation which 
uses its own capital to build the dam, is now 
arousing very emphatic discussion. 

Those who believe the government of the 
United States should retain some control 
over the valuable concessions it grants to 
hydro-electric development companies, are 
insisting upon an annua! rental charge. 

Advocates of conservation see a giant 
water power trust, forming to absorb all the 
power sites in the country. 

The certainty that we are just entering 
upon the electrical age, and that the next 
century will see the uses of electricity mar- 
velously extended and multiplied, and the 
use of coal for light, power and heat greatly 
curtailed, has emphasized the importance 
and value of available water power sites and 
dictated the exercise of present care for 
future protection. 

The issue is national conservation versus 
states rights; the extent of the power of the 
federal government to control navtgable 
waters, and the rights of the states as the 
owner of the streams; the duty of the gov- 
ernment to protect its future citizens, and 
the legal right of riparian owners to enjoy 
their own property. 

President Roosevelt Raised the Isaue. 

When Mr. Roosevelt vetoed the Rainey 
river dam bill. tntroduced March 4, 1908, be- 
cause it made no provision for compensation 
to the United States for the privilege it con- 
ferred of erecting a dam In a navigable 
stream, he extended the program of conser- 
vationists to cover water power sites. That 
bill was later passed over his veto, but the 
James river bill, which also received his 
veto, was never revived. 

President Taft took the same view, and on 
August 24, 1912, vetoed a bill authorizing 
the construction of a dam fn the Coosa river 
in Alabama. His secretary of war, Henry 
L. Stimson, shares his conviction that the 
government is entitled to a reasonable an- 
nual rental for the privilege granted. 

The fight for compensation, even where 
private parties erect the dam and the gov- 
ernment is put to no expense, is not made 
for the revenue. but for the protection of 
future generations. The government does 
not wish to give up entirely its authority 
over the power companies which dam up 
navigable streams. and thereby acquire elec- 
tric power to be sold in interstate commerce. 

Where State Control Ends, 

Take the case of a dam in the Savannah 
river. Georgia owns the stream to the mid- 
dle of the river, and South Carolina owns 
the other side as far as the river forms the 
boundary between the two states. A damn 
across this river would begin in Georgia and 
end in South Carolina. The electric power 
developed by the dam would be sold under 
control of the railroad and public service 
commissions in each state. The opponents 
of the Roosevelt policy urge this fact as 
showing that the rights of the public will 
always be protected. 

For the government to lay any charge 
upon water power companies is said to be an 
invasion of the taxing power of the states 
and the appropriation of state property. The 
ablest lawyers in the senate are divided over 
this interesting legal question. Among those 
who most positively Insist tne federal gov- 
ernment has no rights tn the matter further 
than ts necessary [n regulating commerce 
and promoting the navigabitity of streams 
are Senator O’Gorman, of New York; Senator 
Borah, of Idaho; Senator Bacon, of Georgia, 
and Senator Culberson, of Texas. 

What Connecticut River Bill Provides. 

A brief allusion to the Connecticut River 
company bill, now before the senate with a 
favorable report from the senate committee 
on commerce, may help to make the issue 
clearer, 

That company tis authorized to relocate 
and construct a dam across the Connecticut 
river above the village of Windsor Locks, 
Conn. It is represented that the Enfield 
Rapids, in this part of the stream, are an 
obstacle to navigation, and that the dam 
will Improve the river between Hartford, 
Conn., and Springfleld, Mass., and Holyoke, 
Mass. 

The government is not asked to sonstruct 
the dam in the interest or navigation, but 
to allow a private corporation to do so. Re- 
gardless of that, the secretary of war is 
authorized to impose a reasonable annual 
charge upon the corporation to be used for 
the further tmprovement of navigation in 
the river and connecting waterways. This 
charge is to be imposed with a due regard 
to the corporation's right to receive a rea- 
sonable return upon its actual and necessary 
investment. 

But while the company involved has 
agreed to this charge, it Is not at all certain 
that the bill will go through. 


Nitrogen From the Afr. 

Nitrogen from the air is the latest prom- 
ise of the water power companies. From . 
Canada comes the report that by passing 
ordinary atmospheric air through an electric 
furnace, nitrozen for commercial fertilizers 
can be secured. 

This announcement is really marvelous. 
Every school boy knows that the air is com- 
posed of 80 per cent nitrogen, and that plants 
live largely on air. But the thought of grab- 
bing out of the atmosphere enough nitrogen 
to mix with potash and phosphates and make 
commercial fertilizers, is amazing. 

It is said cheap hydro-electric power is 
needed to make the new product called “cal- 
cium cyanmid,” in large quantities, but when 
that {s obtained there will oe an abundance 
of the water-air plant food. 

Isn't it amazing? 

What purports to be the new product 
made by the water power process looks like 
coarse-grained black powder. A very little 
of it tn a bottle is impressive. 

The greatest mystery is nut that such a 
chemical substance can be made in a labor- 
atory, but that it can ever become of com- 
mercia] value in making fertilizers.

Registration of Births. 


Miss Julia Lathrop, chief of the 
of commerce and labor at Washington, 
made a stirring appeal for legislation 
in all states for the registration of all 
births. “It is,’ she said, ‘““absolutely 
necessary for the best interests of the 
Children and the community.” 

Mrs. Marion A. Crocker, chairman 
of the department of conservation in 
the General Federation of Women’s 
clubs, strongly advocated the estab- 
lishment atal] schools of gardens, that 
the children may become familiar with 
Plant life. 

Mrs. Crocker asked all women to dis- 
cOntinue the use of bird feathers on 
their hats, except ostrich plumes; not 
from séntiment, but from the economic 
value of the bird, in Keeping down the 
insect life which, allowed to multiply 
unchecked, would 
destroy every particle of vegetat‘un 
upon this earth. 

We women hold the key tv 
uation, and ig we will cease 
bird feathers, -the demand 
longer necegsitate a supply. 

Mrs. Matthew T. Scott, president 
Seneral olf the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, appealed to the sober- 
minded women, “who,” she said, 
“should train themselves to the busi- 
ness of spending money as men do in 
earning it.”

else fall into the defective, delinquent 
or dependent classes. People who will 
sO waste themselves will, of course, 
waste their natural resources, there- 
fore, the principal, and most funda- 
mental conservation is the conserva- 
tion of human effici -y. 
Plea for Indigent Mothers. 

Judge Ben Lindsey, the “children’s 
friend,” as he is atrectionately termed, 
made a plea for indigent mothers; he 
advocates a pensiva tur them. arguing 
that when the struggle for bread 
makes maternity a tragedy instead 
of a blessing, it is the duty of the 
state to reverse the conditions and 
make it a blessing instead of a 
tragedy. “The child is the state and 
the state is the child and the man or 
woman who does most for the child 
does most for the state.” 

There were many other men and 
women of international fame who con- 
tributed their thought and eloquence 
toward this splendid cause so near 
the lives of every American, but lack 
of space forbids even a mention o 
their names. ' 

Charles Lathrop Pack, of Cleveland, 
was elected president of the congress. 
Mrs. Philip N. Moore, former presi- 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and for three years 
an active and valuable member of the 
executive committee of the congress, 
was elected vice president. 

Mr. Pack, like Clifford Pinchot, fs a 
millionaire and has done much excel- 
lent work in furthering the cause of 
conservation in America. 

The constitution of the congress 
was revised in order to create a vice 
president. 

Another revision provides that the 
congress be placed on a membership 
basis so that all those who wish ito 
co-operate in the work the congress 
is undertaking may become members; 
individual membership fee is $1 a 
year. This entitles each member to 
an invitation to the next congress andj 
a copy of the proceedings. Individual 
life membership is 25. Individual 
supporting membership is $100 or 
more; there are also organization 
memberships. 

Anyone desiring to become a mem- 
ber must communicate with Thomas 
R. Shipp, secretary National Conserva- 
tion congress, Indianapolis, Ind. 

The proceedings of the conservation 
congress are the most valuable docu- 
ments on conservation in existence. 

In conclusion I wish to quote from 
a speech of Captain J. B. White, re- 
tiring president of the congress: “Hu- 
man life, with its pyssible attainments, 
is far beyond valuation in money. We 
should reverse the tables and instead 
of human life being estimated in dol- 
lars, the dollar should be valued only 
for what it can do for greater hu- 
manity.”’

“Do you know,” said

Atlanta realize; when giving the gr>- 
cery “san’s ‘order boy’ an order in the 
morn.ng for the daily supplies for her 
table, that she is really araswing on 
the entire fruft and vegetable pro- 
‘ducing sections of the 
and that this is made possible by the 
thrift,. enerzy and untiring persever- 
ance of the produce man? Neither does 
the above mentioned housewife, or even 
her well~palanced professional or busi- 
ness hubby (that is, if he is engaged 
fn other lines of business) understand 
or appreciate the element of risk at- 
tached to the dally conduct of a prod- 
uce business. This also true of 
some of our lawmakers, for otherwite 
they would be more careful in enact- 
ing petty laws governing the handling 
of this class of gzoads~ You can very 
readily see that every condition thrown 
around this traffic that is unnecessary 
and that hampers the produce man In 
distribyting on the Atlanta mar- 
ket, together with the excep- 
tional exnense that he is put 
to to locate the produce needed 
by the consumer, and the enormous 
risk that he takes in purchasine in 
large quantities goods of svch a per- 
fshable nature, can only tend to in- 
erease the cost of living to the 
that pays the grocery bills.”

“Never touched me,” was the reply. 

“A car of California celery contains 
150 to 160 crates or carriers, holding 
four to eight dozen stalks 
erate, and a minimitm car of New York 


or Pennsylvania stock holds 150 crates, | 


or an average of 1,800 dozen stalks. 
PAtianta and nearby points consivme 
about four carloads weekly throuchoutf 
the whole season, In order to supply 
this demand, the produce merchant-— 
anl he is the only source Atlanta has 
to look to for all of her supplies of 
fruit and produce—has first to locate 
the roods needed, and this he does by 
extensive wiring to his connections 
throughout the countrv, and this, of 
course, costs money. When located. the 
price is agreed upon, and the pvrchase 
made in the same manrer: then the 
celery is loaded in a refrigerator car, 
and it ts properly iced and shipped 
from the loading point: and here ts 
where the fun begins. A car of celery 
in transit !{s worth anywhere from 
$4,000 to $1,500, and when a produce 
dealer has «ne moving he begins to 
qmagwine all Kinds of things that could 
happen, -and, as a matter of fact, there 
are many things that are likely to hap- 
pen. For instance, the ratlroad may 
delay the shipment to such an extent 
that its worth is {mpatired, or they may 
allow all of the ice in the car bunkers 
to melt, and then the celery will ar- 
rive totally spoiled, which would mean 
alawsuit with the road of many 
months’ duration, and, as you well 
Know. even a produce expert cannot 
hold a hand with a railroad corpora- 
tion. His greatest danger, however. {s 
with his competitor—all produce men 
love one another as brothers, and are 
absolutely truthful in al] business mat- 
ters—but it is a breach of produce 
etiquette in Atlanta to make inquiries 
of any kind of your neighbor in busi- 
ness, as to what he may have pur- 
chased to arrive at or about the same 
time that your car due, and herein 
lise vour chance to get swamped, Yes, 
a produce man does have some pleas- 
antries. It is true that som: our 
shippers cal! u crooks, and others 
write to say that they Know just how 
that dumping certificate was obtained, 
yet, when we go out to lunch, we take 
in the movies, or punch the billiard 
balls for a tew minutes, and througchb. 
out the entire week we are looking 
forward to meeting each other at Sun- 
day serwice, where we can mingle 
without caution, and worship without 
dodging.”

statement. If every retailer knew how 


| anxious the wholesaler is to establish 


business relations with him that will 
esult in mutual benefit, he would not 
hesitate, if sincere, to give the whole- 
saler voluntarilv and freely alli the in- 
formation asked for, whether it be a 
house he has been dealing with for 
years or a new house with whom he 
has just placed an order. 

Wholesalers require credit as well 
as retailers, and in advance of being 
asked they furnish a full and complete 
statement of their affairs to such 
sources as are. entitled to this in- 
formation. 

Some retailers—and I might say @ 
good many—regard with indifference 
letters written them about thelr ac- 
counts. Such indifference instead of 
paying the bill puts the debtor in an 
unfavorable light with his creditor and 
frequently works a serious injury to 
his credit. If for any good reason @ 
retailer can’t pay promptly he should 
come out like a man and say so. Ap- 
parent indifference to collection let- 
ters is like unto the ostrich that sticks 
his head in the sand. He thinks he 
is avoiding danger by shutting his 
eyes to it. But for the retailer it is 
merely the postponement of the evil 
day, for even though he may try to 
“forget’’ the debt by overlooking it, 
he can rest assured that his creditor 
will not. 

The safe and manly course, and one 
that has been the salvation of meny a 
retailer, is to answer all letters of this 
nature promptly and candidly. Good 
advice to a retaller is, “Never make a 
promise that you can’t live up to.” He 
should so endeavor to arrange his af- 
fairs that when he promises a check 
it will be forthcoming as promised, 
and if he can’t send check for the 
amount promised he should show his 
good faith by sending part of the 
amount. And if he can't pay anythine 
he should at least write and say so, 
explaining candidly his reasons for not 
being able to do so. 

Salesmen can give valuable assist- 
ance to the credit and collection de- 
partments of their hovses by preach- 
ing the gospel of concentration and 
co-operation to their customers, and 
likewise will they be conferring upon 
their customers an everlasting bless- 
ing In convincing them of the manifo!d 
advantages to be gained by putting

PUBLICITY POINTERS 


There are two classes of readers who 
notice the advertisements in a news- 
paper. The first and largest is the 
class which reads the ads for the op- 
portunities which they constantly of- 
fer to buy goods at an advantage. This 
class reads the display advertisements 
with more or less care, and all the ad- 
vertiser has to watch for in their case 
is that he sets forth his offers in as 
attractive a form as possible, 

The second and smaller ciass is com- 
posed of people who do not as a rule 
pay any attention to the advertise- 
ments. These people never notice an 
ad at all unless there is something 
striking about it to attact their atten- 
tion. The first class is the easiest to 
reach, but the impression made by an 
ad is not likely to be very powerful 
upon them unless there is some un- 
usual bargain offered. But the sec- 
ond class, While they don’t notice the 
ads so frequently, yet there is a 
stronger impression made upon their 
minds by an ad when they do notice 
it. This is beeause of the fact that 
the ad has to be unusual in some way 
to attract their attention in the first 
place, and hence the feature which at- 
tracted them will remain in their 
memory for a long time. In reaching 
this class of reader the ad writer has 
to consider several important points. 
First he has to have something 
which will stand out and catch the 
eye. For this reason a cut or picture 
is often exceedingly effective in an ad. 
When a man is reading down a news 
column and there is a cut in an ad 
next to itsewhich stands out prominent- 
ly he will probably look to see what it 
is. A good catch word in large type 
will often serve the same purpose, 
although as a general rule the cut Is 
better. Then the ad writer hag to con- 
sider that in selecting the cut which 
he is going to use, that it must have 
a strong. enough connection to the 
subject which the ad is about that 
when the man remembers the picture 
which he saw in the paper he will in- 
stinctively associate the memory with 
the goods which the cut was supposed 
to advertise. Constant use of the illus- 
tration in this way will help to asso- 
clate that picture with the goods ad- 
vertised in the reader’s mind. In illus- 
tration of this point it will be ac- 
knowledged that everyone who is not 
blind knows what two little black boys 
without much clothing stand for, what 
the head of a man with lather on and 
a razor in his hand ready to start 
shaving stands for, and what a grin- 
ning black man in a cook’s coat and 
cap is advertising. : 

The man who has learnt the lesson 
that he cannot hope to make a com- 
plete success of his business without 
advertising, should also remember that 
the purpose of advertising is to make 
his name and goods familiar in the 
minds of the people, and to do this he 
must attract their attention to his 
ads in such a way that the memory 
will stick in the reader’s mind in such 
a way as to keep the name and goods 
before his mentality. 

A gentleman in this city had occas- 
ion to buy some coal last week. It 
was the first time that he had gotten 
any here and he had no knowledge of 
the best place to go. But he remem- 
bered the name of a certa.n coal firm 
in the city whose ads are to be seen 
in the papers, ete, and he naturally 
went to them because he felt that he 
knew them, that they deserved vatron- 
age because they went out after it, and 
that they would not spend money on 
advertising their coal if it was not 
good enough in quality to bear test- 
ing. 

ress time an advertiser runs an ad 
that associates an attractive, memory- 
sticking feature with the name of the 
firm and the goods he is selling, he 
is making every person who reads 
that ad a prospective customer.

THE CREDIT MAN 


The work of the credit man Is often 
rendered more difficult on account of 
the foolish idea of pride which too 
many business men have. They should 
remember that to conduct a successful 
business their credit is the most im- 
portant factor they have, and any re- 
ticence about letting the credit man of 
the firm with which they wish to deal 
know about their affairs can do noth- 
ing but hurt their credit with the busi- 
ness world in general. The retail mer- 
chant who is asked to give a detailed 
statement of his affairs to the credit 
man of the wholesale house should re- 
member that the wholesale house has 
in its turn had to give a detailed state- 
ment of its condition to the firm from 
which it buys its goods or raw ma- 
terials. It is simply a matter of busi- 
ness and as such should be regarded 
as merely coming in the regular rou- 
tine of the day’s work. The fact 
that manv men forget when they get 
insulted by a request for information 
about their affairs is that the whole- 
sale house is probably more anxious 
that the account should be O. K. afd 
such that they can fill the order, than 
they are themselves. A business house 
does not send men out on the road to 
hunt business, paying them big salaries 
and all their expenses, to turn down 
business they send tn for the mere fun 
of turning it down, and if it is at all 
possible to fill the order with a rea- 
sonable degree of safety, the house is 
going to do so. The information they 
desire is only what is necessary to in- 
sure a degree of security to the ac- 
count, and the man who objects to 
giving that information is in the same 
class with the firm which does not 
desire publicity for their business; that 
is, in all probability there is some- 
thing about it which cannot stand the 
light of day.

© the leading actresses set the 
style?—is a question that is 
often aske@. 


Do the costumes that are 

worn in certain plays and op 

eras create vogues for modes?—is another 
frequent question. 


And yes—may be the answer to both. 

In Paris, the dressmakers and modistes 
are usually so eager to have the famous 
actresses wear their modes that they fre- 
quently make gowns and hats for them 
for miere songs. Very often in this way 
the dressmdakers try out their modes—if 
the Parisiennes become enthusiastic about 
them then the dressmakers know that they 
have struck notes that promise success, and 
they bring these modes out for the Amert- 
can, English, Russian and their own pub- 
lics the next season. 


To have the famous actresses wear their 
new modes to the celebrated races is an- 
other aim of these creators of styles. For 
instance, if Gaby Deslys should appear at 
the steeplechase of Auteuil# wearing a per- 
fectly stunning hat, every woman would be 
keen to know whether it was a new cre- 
ation by Georgette, Lewis, Louison, or 
some other milliner. Probably the mo- 
diste’s name would be whispered about— 
and if not, the interested Parisiennes would 
visit these well-known salons .to see if 
they could. find the hat. If “Gaby” had 
worn it as a courtesy for Lewis (or an- 
other modiste), it would not be hidden in 
his salon the next day, for it would be 
shown to you and the petite saleswoman 


would confide to you that it was the style 
worn by Gaby at “The Steeplechase,” and 
that all Paris was talking about it. If it 
would be becoming to Madame she would 
not hesitate a moment in getting the du- 
plicate of Gaby’s hat, for in Paris a woman 
does not have her feelings crushed if she 
meets other women wearing the same hat 
or dress as the one she is wearing—on the 
contrary, she feels flattered to think that 
she has selected a correct and successful 
style. 


It is now becoming the ambition of 
American dressmakers to.costume well- 
known actresses if that fact is stated in the 
programs, for if the gowns are attractive, 
it will prove to be the best kind of adver- 
tising. I hear that the dressmaker who 
made the gowns worn by Mme, Nazimova 
in “Bella Donna” has had numerous orders 
for similar-costumes from women who 
saw this famous actress and were fascinat- 
ed with her wonderful gowns. 


Then, agaim, the historical costumes 
worn in a successful play may be respon- 
sible for the reviving of a historical mode. 
As an illustration—a number of years ago, 
the celebrated Redfern, of Paris, designed 
the costumes worn in “Roi Dagobert,” 
which was presented in Paris during the 
late Autumn. The Parisiennes were so 
enchanted with these picturesque costumes 
that they immediately ordered similar cos- 
tumes for themselves. This gave Redfern 
a cue for his Spring styles, and nearly all 
the other Paris dressmakers turned over 
the pages of. history to the Moyenage 
Period for inspiration in creating their new 
modes. The result was that Moyenage 
styles " predominated during that Spring 


season. You probably remember, for they 
vere as much worn in America, as they 
were in Europe. 


Very often just one gown worn by a fa- 
mous actress will beCome quite popular, 
and probably just a detail of a costume 
will become a general mode—the “Sun- 
shine Girl” petticoat is now in vogue. See- 
ing this petticoat in New York, I inquired 
how it reached America before the play, 
and I learned that a representative of a 
leading New York store was so fascinated 
and also recognized the style possibilities 
of this dainty underskirt, when she saw it 
worn by Phyllis Dare and the lovely Gaiety 
Girls in London, that she had it copied in 
America. It is of white crepe de chine, 
trimmed with three narrow ruffles of 
shadow lace or net, that are topped with 
lace beading ryn with a higher color rib- 
bon—the ruffles are about three inches 
apart. So thagit may be more practical it 
also comes in various colors of crepe de 
chine with ribbons of contgasting colors. 


The stage also is an aid to Dame Fash- 
ion in another way—its actresses frequent- 
ly illustrate new modes that are intro- 
duced. Early in the Autumn when the 
new Greek styles were introduced, and 
when women hesitated a little before wear- 
ing them, several prominent actresses who 
appeared in them looked so charining that 
the women immediately adopted them, At 
that time it was quite sufficient to have 
seen Sallie l4sher in “The Woman Hat- 
ers,” for she wore a Greek draped wrap of 
purple crepe meteor, with a heliotrope 
gown, that was so exquisite that a woman 
simply could not hélp being jealous—and 
eager to get such a wrap at the first pos- 
sible moment. 


How shabby and how beautiful @ woman 
may look is marvelously illustrated by Jane 
Cowl in “Within the Law.” In the first 
act she appears as “Mary Turner,” the 
poor shop girl who is accused of being a 
thief and is committed to prison; in the 
next act she is completely transformed 
when you sec her wearing-a beautifully 


draped gown of blue crepe meteor, by 
Lucilie; and, again, she is exquisite in a 
brecaded evening gown, with superb map 
ef velour. There in the theater during a 
few heurs you. can see how unattractive 
and how beautiful clethes can make a 
wemail. 


Net leng age a well-known soprane ap- 
peared in a gown that quite detracted frem 
her charming personality—it made her leek 
awkward, fer its lines lacked beauty and 
it was a herrible cembination of silk and 
lace that sheuld enly be used for decera- 
tive purposes in a house, The chances are 
that the majority ef people present did net 
remember anything abeut her looks, ex- 
cept that she was not attractive, It really 
was unfortunate, for she is a charming and 
pretty woman—but her clothes marred her 
beauty! 


A few weeks later Geraldine Farrar, at 
a similar concert, was so beautifully gown- 
ed that I don’t believe there was a woman 
in the audience who to this day could not 
tell you about the wonderful gown of green 
crepe meteor that Miss Farrar wore, ft

That the forces devoted tg the main- 
tenance of high standards in Amert- 
can food and drug products are still 
alert and progressive is shown by the 
latest annual report of the Connecticut 
agricultural experiment station which 
has long been devoted to the dissem- 
ination of the truth in regard to these 
matters of public concern.

COLD WAVE SCARE 
AFFECTED WHEAT 


Market Closed Easy and Shade 


| Lower—Corn. and 


Oats Off. 


Chieago, February 1.—Belief that 
the southwest would escape damage 
from the cold wave’ tended today to 
pull down the price of wheat. An 
easy tone prevailed at the close, with 
quotations ranging from 1-$@1-4 de- 
cline to a shade advance, compared 
with the night before. Corn lost 1-% 
to 1-4 net and oats 1-16 to 1-8@1-4. 
The outcome in provisions varied from 
5c off to a gain of a shady. 

Except for a short time at the be- 
ginning, little disposition was shown 
to carry the wheat market upward on 
account of zero weather. Kansas cor- 
respondents, in particular, took tne 
position that’ the fall sown crop had 
been well rooted and that talk cf 
danger seemed absurd. An additional 
influence against the bulls was the 
fact that primary arriva:s amounted 
to nearly double those of a year ago, 
896,600 bushels, against 457,000 bush- 
els. There were aiso reports that New 
York had been overloaded with flour. 
Light deliveries of wheat by farmers 
{in the northwest helped prevent any 
serious backset in: prices. War uncer- 
tainties, too, served as a check. Be- 
sides, export clearances were fairly 
good, 757,000 busheis 

Improved condition of country roads 
led to an easy feeling in corn, the 
idea béing that larger receipts would 
follow. 

Oats HKewise gave way, 
ing orders more than offsetting vari- 
ous attempts to lift the market. Pro- 
visions felt the effect of unloading, at- 
tributed to one of the big packers, 
The bulk of the offerings, though, 
Came out only on hard spots.

Massachusetts is justly pround of its 
State roads, which are a revelation 10 
visitors from other states; other New 
England stitegs have some, and New 
York is coming into line.
